Stimulate Skills 
For Modern Living 



Clicking keys on typewriters, tatooing pencils 
taking shorthand, or the explanation between a 
credit and a debit, give the impression of an 
efficient office in commercial classes. Students 
following a business course are given practical 
experience toward a career as a secretary, stenog- 
rapher, accountant, or other related positions. 

The Distributive Education Course of America, 
an addition to Jeff's curriculum this year, was 
open to juniors and seniors. "On the job training 
proved effective for many who participated," 
stated Mr. James AAcCauley, D.E.C.A. instructor. 
He continued, "Part time jobs in area stores and 
companies offered them experience as well as 
extra money." 

The Home Economics department opened its 
doors wide this year with the enrollment of several 
boys. Home Ec not only teaches the basics in sew- 
ing and cooking, but also includes home manage- 
ment and good buying practices. 

Planning meals for three or twenty, and arrang- 
ing attractive centerpieces are studied in cooking 
classes. 

In sewing instruction, students learn to choose 
fabrics economically, color combinations, and how 
to wear their clothes gracefully and attractively.

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Math And Sciences 
Ready Students For 
Tomorrow's Needs 



It's 2:00 P.M. and the mercury is still rising rapidly. 
The formaldehyde stings your eyes. The room reeks 
of odorous dissections. A chemistry grade literally 
goes up in smoke as a carefully planned experiment 
fails. 

Learning physics seems like an endless process of 
mechanics, perpetual motion, and engineering. An 
earnest young scientist begins the chore of cleaning 
up the broken fragments of a once crystal-clear test 
tube. Multi-colored chemicals deck the shelves, with 
acids behind the locked cabinet. This is the science 
department; equipped with eager minds, sparkling 
eyes, and potent odors. 

Some ponder over probability and statistics, others 
search for the key to analytical geometry. Beginners 
start off with general math or algebra, while still 
other students test their wits to elementary functions. 

With a large percent of high school students en- 
tering college, one must have a good knowledge of 
mathematics. Increasing positions as engineers and 
technicians are open to those who understand con- 
cepts of math and science.

Rising world problems make it necessary for the 
modern student to keep up to date on current 
events.

Beginning with prehistoric man, World History 
advances to European development, and studies in 
detail the World Wars with many events in be- 
tween. Panel discussions, news magazines, and 
relating of personal experiences supplement the 
text and notebooks. 

From Independence Day to the launching of the 
first space capsule, U.S. History involves the past, 
present, and future. 

World Geography offers a chance to become 
aware of the physical aspects and locations of 
many countries. Documents and maps give the 
course a new dimension. 

Looking deep into government and economy, 
one is brought face to face with the problems that 
lie ahead for him to solve. Observing local and 
state government he may develop an interest that 
will lead to a career in this field.

Psychology And Sociology Offer Insight

are urged to take one semester of psychology and 
one semester of sociology. In sociology, the cause 
of the problem is studied, whereas; in psychology, 
the problem itself is more important.

For Future Vocations 

Making tools in metal shop, planning and laying 
out drafts in mechanical drawing, and fixing the 
linkage in a gearshift in auto shop are activities in 
Industrial Arts classes. Teaching basic skills, these 
courses set foundations for future vocations. 

Crankshafts, brake shoes, and carburetors top 
the vocabulary of auto shop students. Learning the 
parts and functions of a car gives one an oppor- 
tunity to work part-time in filling stations, or 
teaches him to recognize problems that may arise. 

Dividers, angles, and compressors combine to 
help the mechanical drawing student as he repro- 
duces architectural designs. The addition of three 
girls to this class shows that the subject may be of 
interest to many. 

Through experimenting and reading the text, 
students learn the technical aspects as well as 
mechanical procedures in all phases of Industrial 
Arts. 

Practical experience in woodshop carries over to 
interesting hobbies. At the same time, one creates 
useful objects. 

Co-operation and safety are stressed through 
many hours of textbook study before the student 
is released on any equipment.

Singing proved a great interest for many Jeff 
students with over 300 enrolled in the Choral 
Department. 

The Freshman Mixed Chorus was composed of 
69 members. The purpose of this group was to 
become acquainted with music by performing it. 
Accompanied by Jan Neumeister on the piano, the 
Freshmen performed a variety of songs ranging 
through popular, novelty, spiritual, religious, art 
songs, and folk songs.

Consolidation— the first in Clark County— and a 
formation of a new school board for the Jefferson- 
ville Community Schools highlighted some of the 
administrative accomplishments in 1967. 

Dr. Robert Medcalf became the new superintend- 
ent succeeding Dr. Ronald Walton in August of 
1966, after serving one year at Richmond as high 
school principal. Prior to completing his doctorate 
degree he was superintendent of schools in Cook 
County, Illinois. 

Under his leadership and an active school board, 
the Jeffersonville city and township schools merged 
July 1. 

During the summer of 1967 a new board was 
formed— two from the township and three appoint- 
ed by the city council. 

Members of this board are Mr. C. Boyd Farnsley 
and Mr. David W. Combs, Mrs. Betty Stemler, Al 
Bostock, and Robert G. Gallager. 

Facing the new board is an $8 million program 
in school facility construction. This financial pro- 
gram is believed to be accomplished with a mini- 
mum of hike in the tax dollar through a survey 
team from Indiana University. 

Priority on the building program will be a new 
high school, administration building, and two ele- 
mentary buildings.
